Reports Change in South". The article reports that King 
affirmed in New York, New York, on March 4, 1965, bis 
conviotion that more and more responsible people in the 
Southern states favored and supported tfi£ restoration of 
racial peace on the basis of social Justice and equality. 

King, the head of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, was in New YorK City to receive 
the Eleanor Roosevelt Memorial Aware for " enhanciaj 
the dignity of man". The fiited » T ewish Appeal Women’s 
Division of Oreater New York: presented the award* the article 
states. 

King, according to the article, received a 
standing ovation from 4, COO women at the meeting, in 
the New York Hilton Hotel, after he had completed his 
acceptance speech. In the speech, he appealed for the 
abolition of what he called the three universal 
ills that afflict mankind today - "racial discrimination, 
poverty and war". 

According to the article, it was at a news 
conference following hie acceptance speech, that King 
^referred t'o the changing attitudes of Southern whi 4 *’* 
on the question of race relations.

King indicated that he believed white 
resistance to the Civil rights movement had begun to 
recede, although he stressed, on the other hand, the immense 
difficulties that remain. 

He said that in Alabama he was receiving 
increased sympathy from white people for the Civil 
rights cause. 

In support of his views that the Civil rights 
movement has resulted in progress. King said that most 
of the communities in the deep South had been complying 
with the Public Accommodations Section of the Civil Rights 
Act. 


King said during the news conference that he 
would Join with the Marchers who will leave Selma, 
Alabama, next Sunday (March 7i 19&5) or * a trek to 
Montgomery, Alabama, to petition Govemoe* George C. 
Wallace to put an end to discrimination and remove 
obstacles to the registration of Negro voters in his 
state. 


In conclusion, the article noted that King 
was scheduled to leave New York on Friday, March 5* 19^5# 
for Washington, D. C», to confer with President Johnson 
on the proposed new voting-rights legislation.

Call it “The Pit", Magic City, Washington Heights, the 
downtown slum, or just the Central Negro District. 

It is the place where 15,984 Negroes are squeezed between 
NW 5th and 28th Streets, and the Florida East Coast tracks 
and NW 7th Avenue. Few "oofays" (Negro slang for whites) 
live here. 

This is where Frank Jaffe, a white lawyer, was killed by 
three Negro youths last Saturday night. 

It is an oversized neighborhood with a lough street name 
like Goodbrcad Alley, an odor of open garbage and a clothes¬ 
line of faded clean laundry. It’s the backdrop for a Gershwin 
operetta. But H’s real. 

About half of the Negroes here work. The rest are too 
old, too young, too sick — or too pregnant. 

For the older folks, a Social Security check is their salva¬ 
tion; for the young, direction; for the sick, medicine; and for 
the pregnant, welfare assistance. 

An elderly couple sat on the wooden porch of their "shot¬ 
gun’ 1 (shack) waiting for the check to arrive. "These people 
live from check to check. If they didn’t have it, they wouldn’t 
eU," said mailman Woody Greene. "I can leave first class 
ir.ail in any mailbox. But not a check. I have to hand deliver 
it^or it disappears." 

Three women and a graying man greeted Woody as he

approached their 50-unit apartment house on his bike. Two 
young Negro teenagers in unbuttoned shirts came to a door and 
asked: “Is Jimmy sleepto?” He was. It was 10:45 a.nu 

A Joose-lipped woman on the third floor yelled she was too 
sick to come down for her check. So Woody hurdled three 
flights with it. 

"It’s the least I can do," said Woody. 

A white milkman feels at ease, too. 

"People have been good to me in the five years I’ve worked 
here. They give me sandwiches, keep the bad guys off my back. 
They say, ’He’s our milkman. Leave him alone/ ” 

He starts out at 2 a.m, five days a week. 

Friday morning two men shot a milkman in the wrist and 
robbed him of (200. The police caught the pair. 

"Most of the trouble is oaused by the newcomers. Every 
week someone new from a Georgia farm settles bere. They’re 
big on civil rights," said one Negro policeman curtly. 

"Then their friends move in with them. They’ve got no re¬ 
spect for the law. They make it bad for everyone else," he con¬ 
tinued. "Trouble is where you find it." ,,

One w'hite bar and package store owner had answers 
for his own questions. | 

“What really doe* a kid bom here have? Nothing! He’s 
got to move out and get an education to improve himself. 
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you expect kids to grow up and jia any t hi ng 
when their parents aren’t much? I do business with the Ne¬ 
gro. And 1 have known thousands of them. Treat them nice 
and they're mean to you. Treat them mean and they're 
nice. You figure it out." (He didn't want his name used 
because he’d be finished, he said.) 


A weekly half-pmt of gin customer came in. He cashed 
a check and carried his change and his bottle out with him. 


There are few amusements downtown for the Negro. 

This w eekend he can go to the KHz Theater and »ee “One 
Potato, Two Potato/' go to the more expensive Knight Beat 
club and watch exotic dancer Vanessa Matthews, or go to one 
of the many saloons and see his friends. 


“A trouble spot could be anywhere. It depends where we 
put the pressure, 1 ' said a veteran white policeman.

A Gamble, Police Say

Miami’s crime pocket was 
strangely quiet. Teenage gangs 
kept clear of their hangouts. 
Cops with shotguns patrolled 
empty streets. 

The crackdown began last Sat¬ 
urday night when 55-year-old 
Frank Jaffe, a prominent white 
attorney, was gunned down in 
an alley of Miami’s Central Ne¬ 
gro District. 

He was murdered while run¬ 
ning from teenage robbers, po¬ 
lice said. 

The lawmen iwarmed In. 
Working overtime shifts they 
hauled in score* of teenage gang 
member*. 

And when it was over, police 
had their suspects and lots 
more. In the process, they solv¬ 
ed more than a dozen armed 
robberies. 

It was the beginning of the 
end of the 7th Street Bulls. 

The ''Bulls” are one of many 
gangs in the Negro ghetto. 
Three of them last week were 
charged with murdering Jafie. 
Eight more are in for armed 
robbery. 

Police say this is just the be¬ 
ginning. 

“With the Information we have 
received In the past couple of 
days, we hope to crack several 
more of ijmse robber 

gangs,*' a Miami detective said.

At the request of the Department, we are interviewing 
all of those who were hospitalized to determine the circumstances 
surrounding their injuries.

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - VJUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 


The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News Leader, 
a Richmond, Virginia daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for 
the American Nazi Party to he chartered in the State of 
Virginia, but this request was turned down by the Virginia 
State Corporation Commission. This action was taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly v;hlch prohibits use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. 

This article further pointed out that Rockwell’s party is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 


On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
VJUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence 
in Arlington,. Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Roelcwell is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that ha is espousing a 
"line" of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he 
is seeking, through speeches, distribution of literature and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political 
party in the United States and in foreign countries. 


According to the "Stormtrooper 1 s Manual," an 
official publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle 
for power are fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known 
to the masses;" second "the dissemination of our program and 
the truth about the Party;" third "organizing the people who 
have been converted to our propaganda;" and fourth "the 
attainment of power through the voters of the newly-won masses.

A second source advised that POTASH, ROSENSTEIN, 
and ALEXANDER as of 1963 were all members of the Southern 
California District Communist Party (SCDCP). 

A third source advised on May 12, 1964, that the LAYPS 
was organized with the full knowledge and assistance of 
DOROTHY HEALEY, chairman of the SCDCP and that several 
Communist Party (CP) members had been approved by HEALEY 
to teach Marxist theory to members of the LAYPS. This source 
further advised that the LAYPS was to be a Marxist

The records of the Office of Dean of Student Activities 
at UCLA., revealed that the DuBois Club hafe filed for permission 
to hold meetings and other special functions on the UCLA 
campus and that permission has been granted. The chairman 
of the DuBois Club is listed as RUTH GREENBAUM. In making 
this application, the club listed a statement of purpose 
which states in part, "We the members of the W. E. B. DuBois 
Club of VJest Los Angeles, Join together to help further the 
development of a socialist system, free from ignorance, 
poverty, fear and the economic power exercised by the few 
over the many. 

"Although we view socialism as the likely solution 
to the ills of the present society, we do not make this an 
a priori commitment for any honest person to join with us in 
fighting for a better America and a more rational world."

protection. In view of these two factors. Supervisor 
thought that the coverage which would normally be considered would 
not be feasible for reasons including the element of security.
